THE POWER OF KINGS.

“That kings had cease! to bave any thing 

‘to say in the governance of the world, and 

that the order had become not only a 


- sinecure but an expensive luxury, was 


doubtless the opinion of the majority of 
Europeans and Americans not. many years 
ago. Even the most out-and-out stickler 
for privilege will be prepared to acknow- 
ledge that the kingly function as represented 
by the European sovereigns of the early 
part of the nineteenth century had. sunk 
very low indeed, and that most if not all of 
‘the crowned heads then ruling might have 
been consigned to oblivion, or found the keys 
turned on them in théir own state palaces 
without the world or its doings being in the 
slightest dezree affected. Monarchs such 
as Grorce LY. of England, FrepertcK 
W3111AM.of Prussiag FERDINAND of Austria, 
or even J.ours Puitippe of . France, 
always associated in English minds at least 
with his inevitable-unibrella, might one and 
all have been retired from business and the 
world would still have waged in its custom- 
ary manner, and no one execpt their own 
personal attendants found the slightest 
difference. It was litile to b3 wondered at 
that in each country the reiguing ssvereiga 
came to be looked 4t us the last of his craft, 
and that the European peoples lvoked oa 
with satisfaction while they saw one crown 
..after another tottering or dragged through 
the dust.. With the commencement of the 


_ twentiethcentury astrange change has come 


over the scene, and we tind the sovereigns 
or nominal chiefs of each state, from being 
absolutely nonentities, rising to be real 
wers in their respective countries. One 
gin the case of France has been suc- 
ceeded by a republic, but otherwise, except 
that there has been a general process of 
. consolidation and formerly separate in- 
terests ure now amalgamated under one 
head, there is little change in the roll call 
of nations, and yet the circumstances as far 
as the personalities of the nominal rulers 
are markedly different. Monarchs have 
ceased to be mere Mayors of their Palaces, 
and the nominal and actual heads have 


_ almost throughout the world coalesced. 


This of course is most marked in the case 
of Germany, England, and the United 
’ States, where the names of the Kaiser 


Witiiam, King Epwarp, and Presideut. 


Roosevett, are uppermost in every tran- 
saction connected with the foreign, and toa 
large extent domestic, nffairs of their respec- 
tive nations. Nor is the rule confined to 
these nations: we can sgarcely think of 
Austro-Hungary independent of the Em- 
peror Francis Josers,. of France/outside 
of President Lovser, of Italy beyond King 
Victor EMMANUEL, nor of, say, De mark or 
Belgium except through their respective 
_ kings. €trangest of all is perhaps the fact 
that the one monarch in Hurope who lays 
claim to autocracy pure and simple stands 
isolated as the only sovereign whose 
thoughts and acts never enter into men’s 
minds, and who is content to be tbe one rou 


Pct faineand, the Satyr in the grove of Hyperi- 


ons. ‘The inspiring cause, though some- 
times appruaching to, is never islentical 


with thea Jacobite doztrins of the Divine 


Right, as it distinctly Inys down the 
principle of the responsibility of the 
monarch ; and it is the faithful manner in 


the beginning of the present year many 
examples of this will commend themselves 
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to the ordinary reader of contemporary his- 


tory. It may be sufficient to mention one 
or two: of these the most remarkuble in- 
stance is of course the strange position of 
complete isolation in which the imitation of 
i real statesman, however questionable his 
methods, had almost succeeded in placing 
Germany. BisMarex. was no admirer of 
England, and took little care to hide his 
sentiments. But Bismanecx, whatever bis 
private predilections, was careful that his 
private ideas should not lead to a breach 
between the two great Teutonic Powers. 
BisMaRcK was, while engineering his triple 
alliance ‘against the attempted encroach- 
meuts of France and Russia, not sbove 
coming to a private arrangement with 
Russia herself to partition Austria under 
certain eventualities; but notwithstanding 
this apparently glaring breach of trust he 
contrived tu keep the alliance yomy as a 
live factor during bis term of office. Not 
so his modern imitator, Count von BuLow, 
who not ouly by bis practical encouragement | 
of yulyar abuse of England in the Reichstag 
brought the two nations almost. into bos'th- | 
ty. but by his malapropos management of | 
his finance measures alienated the United | 


‘States ; aud finally to crown all, after almost 


openly insulting Austria and Hungary in 
his shameless subserviency to Russia, suc- 
ceeded in driving Italy into the arms of 
France. ‘There is no doubt that it is due to 
the wisdom of the Kaiser himself that the 
unpleasant consequences of the bungle were 
with some difficulty adjusted. It is this 
that renders the news just received that an 
understanding had been arrived at between 
the German Chancellor and the Italian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to renew the old 
pact of the Triple Alliance the more grateful, 
and it is thus that the somewhat romantic 
visit of Prince Henry of Prussia to attend 
the launch of his brother’s new yacht was 
conceived. In these undertakings we can 
apparently see the working of an abler and 
clesrer mind than that of the Chancellor, 
and the Chancellor’s position in the Em pire 
forbids us to see any other hand than that 
of the Kaiser himself. The part taken by 
King: Epwarp and President RoossveLt 
may not be so distinct, but it to the credit 
of both that they readily fell in with the 
humour of the affair, and have probably 
averted what at the moment was not unlike- 
ly to have led te a permanent estrangement 
of the three Powers, which for the Inst few 
years have been working in unwonted har- 
mony towards the worthy end of promoting 
a better underst{nding amongst the nations 
of the wonl-] most interested in the advance 
of civilisation. 


RUSSIA AND MANCHURIA.

Our 
Shanghai contemporary, in publishing the 
telegram, says that Russia's sudden with- 
drawal of, her demands and simple promise 
to evacuate Manchuria ‘next year are 


regarded with some misgiving in some of _ 


the Legatinns. We cannot imagine in what 
Legations, except those of Russian and 


France, such conduct can be regarded other- - 


wise than “with some misgiving.”” We have 
had numerous stories of Russia’s renunciation 
already in the matter of Manchuria, all of 
which we have taken Jeaveto doubt. In each 
ease the story has turned out to be without 
foundation in fact and has been followed 
by renewed demands on China by Russia. 
It is therefore natural that we should 
regard the latest report with the same 
suspicion. Events will prove whether this 
suspicion is justifiel or not. In. the 
meantime the newest tale may be charac- 
terised as quite the most remarkable. It 


will be interesting to see whether it is‘ 


supperted from any other sources than the 
one through which it first appeared. 


COLONIES AND MOTHER 
COUNTRY.

A subject which is beginning to attract © 


a great amount of attention, and which may 
be expected to attract still more as time 
goes on, is the re'ation of the Colonies and 
tbe Mother Country with regard to the’ 
defence of the British Empire. As has 
been announced, the representatives of the 
Colonies present at the Coronation cere- 
monies next June have been invited to con- 
sider this question when they meet in 
London. ‘The feeling has be-n steadily 


growin, since the beginning of the South . 


African War, t at the obligations of the 
Colonies to take more purt than they have 
hitherto in the burdens and expenses of 
Empire cannot be reglected. There is, it 
will readily he understood, no question of 
demanding from our colonists the reeogni- 
tion of their duties. They have all shown, 
by their enger volunteering for service in 
South Africa, that they already recognise 
what is owing from them. But it is not 
what is right in times of great emergency 
that requires consideration, but the whole 
question of aiding in the maintenance of the 
Empire. We may call attention to a sen- 
tence from tlie Army Estimates for 1902-3, 
appearing in another column, where it is 
suid :—" The contributions from the 
* Colonin! Governments of Ceylon, Hong- 
“ kong, and the Straits are expected to in- 
“ crease, mainly owing to growth of revenue.” 
It is only to ke expected that this Colony, 
like Ceylon and the Straits Settlements, 
must be prepared to bear part in the addi- 
tional burdens but, of course, the Colonies 
chiefly concerned are Australia, Canada, and 
South Africa. Asa writer in a service 
journal points out, in every sea we have 
stationed British equadrons- for the pro- 
tection of. commerce, and where the white 
ensign floats British rxerchants may carry on 
their business without danger of spoliation. 
In these advaatages the colonists have fully 
shared, but their obligation to te Royal 
Navy does not end there. ‘Th2 coasts of 
the three grait Coloaics whizh we have just 
mentioned are patrollel by our ships. of 
war.

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EDUCATION IN THE COLONY. 
IMPOsTART RECOMMENDATIONS BY SPECIAL 
ih COMMITTEE, fe 

The report of the Committee on Education 
was submitted on the 10th inst. at the Legislative 
Conncil.. It is divided into five parts. Part I 
give as description of the existing system. 
Part IT deals with the ck sses of childsen re- 
quiring education and contains the following 
resolutions :— ee et 
CLASSES OF CHILDREN REQUIRING 

E EDUCATION. é 

14, The Governmént of Hongkong may 
reasonably be expevted to provide or as-ist in 
providing an education for four classes of 
children :—First—Children of British parent- 
age resident in the Colony.. Second.—Children 
of Chinese parentage resident in the Colony. 
Third. — Children of Portuguese extraction 
resident in the. Colony. Fourtb.—Children of 
wixed European and Chinese parentage (Eura- 
sians) resident in the Colony. 

15. Further,-in Imperial interests’ it-is desir- 
able to offer instrugtion in the English lan- 
guage and Western knowledge to all young 
Chinese who ure willing to study them, even 
though they are not residents of the Colony: 
provided that the instruction can be furnished 
at a reasonable cost. = 

Children of British Parentage. 

16, It is essential that the children of British 
parentage be educated by themselves, and not 
side by side with children of other nationalities 
or races. 

17. There is no public school in the Colony 
reserved for the children of British parentage 
alone. Itis recommended that steps be taken 
to remedy this state of affairs. 

Children of Chinese Parentage. 

18. It should be the policy of the Govern- 
ment to influence the education of ( hivese 
chiJdren from their early years, bnt little can 
be done whilst the Vernacular Schools remain 
what they are. 

Anglo-Chinese Schools. ‘ 

19. In the Anglo-Chinese Schools instruction 
in the English language is of course essential : 
it isto give this instruction that the schools 
were founded, and to obtain it that they are 
attended. It is essential that Western kuow- 
ledge should be a compulsory subject in every 
Standard It is essential that the students 
should possess on entering a sufficient knowledge 
of the Chinese written language, which know- 
ledge should be maintained and improved during 
the school course. 

20. The Anglo-Chinese Schools as at present 
constituted are defective in all three essentials. 
As regards English, in colloquial, composition, 


and intelligent reading alike, the results attain- . 


ed are not commensurate with the time devoted 
to the study. Western knowledge is taught un- 
systematically, and moreover is not taught at 

Lin the loWer Standards. The knowledge of 
the Chinese written language, insufficient as it 
is, which the students possess on entering the 
Anglo-Chinese Schools, is not made use of as it 
should be to aid them in acquiring English and 
‘Western knowledge, nor is any altempt made 
to train them to utilise it as a medium of 

ression. 

.Q1. The following remedies are suggested :— 
(a.) English should be tanght with a view to its 
practical use: less attention should’ be paid to 
grammatical forms, and more to composition. 
(b.) Western knowledge should’ be taught 
systematically in all Standards, and it should 
be taught in Chinese until the students have 
atquired so good an understanding of English 
as to enable them easily to receive instruction 
in English. (c.) Before entering these schools 
students should be required to show that they 
possess a useful knowledge of the Chinese 
written: language. (d@) Constant -transla'ion 
from English into Chinese and from Chisese 
into English, both oral and in writing, should 
be insisted upon. (¢.) English masters should 
know Chinese, both for the purpose of teaching 
and also to enable them to supervise the work 
of.the Chinese masters. ; 
,' 22, It is further recommended that induce- 
_-meénts shonld be held out to students to prolong 
their studies in the Anglo-Chinese Schools, and, 
the following expedients are suggested :—(a.) 
That foundation scholarships be offered giving 
free education in these schools. (b.; That

ee Vernacular Schools. 

23. In the Vernacular Schools instructi..n in 
the- Chinese Written Language is essential. It 
is essential that Western Knowledge should be 
a compulsory subject in every Standard. 

24. The Vernacular Schools as at present con- 
stituted are defective in both essentials. Western 
Knowledge is arranged to begin in the fourth 
bes of study, but n‘ne-tenths of the scholars 
eave school after three years or less ; consequent- 
ly to them itis never taught-at all. As for the 
instruction in the Chinese Written Langu:ge, 
it is given too much with the object of memoris- 
ing the Classics, and too little with the idea of 
teaching the children to read and _ write. 
Explanation of whut they read is not given till 
the fourth year, so that again nine-tonths of the 
children deri*‘e no practical benefit from their 
study. 

25, The following remedies are suggested :— 
(a.) That ‘Western Knowledge be carefully 
taught from the lowest class upwards. (b) 
That the Chinese Written Language be taught 
on more practical lines. 

26. It is further recommended that induce- 
ments ba held out to children to prolong their 


studies-in the Vernacnlar Sehools, and the 


following expedients are suggested :—(a) To 
permit the teaching of English os a special 
subject in the higher Standards. (b.) To offer 
scholarships from the higher Standards of the 
Vernacular Schools into the Anglo-Chinese 
‘Schools. ; 

‘Children of Portuguese Extraction. 

27, There are two classes of schools in the 
Colony, both under Roman Catholic ‘manage- 
ment, which provide an education mainly 
intended for the Portuguese, namely, («.) those 
in which English, and (b.) those in which 
Portuguese is the medium of instruction. The 
first class includes &. Joseph's, where Portu- 
guese scholars predominate, thongh there is a 
tendency to admit too many Chinese: tho latter 
not only fail to get’the education best suited to 
their needs (as described above) but also keep 
back their European olass-mates, by reason of 
the greater difficulties which a European 
language and European ideas present ‘to them. 
Neither should Anuamese and Filip‘nos be 
allowed to predominate in a school pr marily 
‘intended for the children of Hongkong. 

Portuguese Vernacular Schools. 

£8. It is unnecessary for the Government to 
foster the study of the Portuguese language, 
and it is recommended that the support given 
to these schools be withdrawn, 

Ghildren of Mixed Parentage (Eurasians). 

29. The existing English and Anglo-Chinese 
Schools ‘are sufficient to meet the needs of 
Enrasians; who can-as heretofore choose which 
class of schools they prefer to attend, 

. “FEMALE EDUCATION, 

3), The education of girls in the Oolony 
should follow the lines indicated for boys as a 
geueral rule. 

Girls of British Parentage. 

31. The education of girls of Bri-ish parent- 
age is as defective as their brothers’ and for the 
same reasons. 

Girls of Chinese Parentage. — Anglo-Chinesa 

: Girl Schools. ; 

32. There’is no present need for the c eation 
of Anglo-Chinese schools for girls. The high 
school-for girls will satisfy any existing demand 
for a more advanced education in English. It 
must not be forgotten that the large attendance 
at Queen’s College and the other Anglo-Chinese 
Boy Schools is due {o a desire to acquire English 
for business purposes. ‘I‘his st mulus is absent 
in the case of girls. 

Veraacular Girl Schools. 

‘33. They should be conducted: on the same 
general lines as the Vernacular Schools for boys. 
At tho same time it iss matt:r of some delicacy 
to impose stringent conditions upon the educa- 
tion of girls whose parents regard that education 
as somewhat of an extravagance, and who might 
be easily inclined to withdraw their daughters. 
from school. ‘Ihe following passage from a 
recent report by the Inspector pf Schools com- 
mends: itself to the jadgment:of the Com- 
mittee:—"*To find themselves. amenable to

T'bo last- 
named is attended by a considerable numbor of 
Chinese, but the restriction npono the admission 
of Chinese, which is recommended in English 
Boy Schools. is at present unnecessary. 

IMPROVEMENT OF EXISTING 
SCHOOLS. 

In the Third Part the existing schools sre 
considered in detail in the light of the principles 
determined in Part II; and where they ara 
found wanting, definile suggestions are made 
to remedy thuir shortcomings. 

QUEEN'S COLLEGE. 

35-36,1t is recommended that Queen's College 
revert {o the purp»se for which it was originally 
intended, and supply an educgtion to Chinese 
only, 

37, As \n the other Auglo-Chinese Schools, 
the knowledge of English acquired ut Queen's 
College does not appear satisfactory, consider- 
ing the time spent upon it; Western Know- 
ledge seems taught withont suffizient regard to 
the local point of view; and the knowledge of 
the Chinese Written La gnaye pcssessed by the 
scholars is very imperfect. 

38, As regards the teaching of the Chinese 
Written Language the following more detailed 
recommendations are submitted :—(a.) That an 
entrance examination be held cach term, the 
test for admission being ability’ to write an 
ordinary narrative intelligently, and to read 
and understand the news column of a Chinese 
newspaper. (b) That translation from English 
into Chinese and vice versa be seriously studied 
under’competent teachers in all the classes. 


39. As regards the organisation of the school 


the following recommendations are submitied: 
—(a) The duties of the staff should be so re- 
arranged, that every division-of every class may 
receive instruction in Eng.ish from a1 Englis 

master for not less than one and a half hours 
aday. (b.) The English masters should each 
be in charge of a class: tho divisions of classes 
should be each under a Chinese master subor- 
dinate to the English cluss master. No class 
master should be in charge of more than three 
divisions, aud no division should contain more 
than fifty scholars reckoning by the average 
attendance. (c.) The salaries of the Chinese 
staff are inadequa‘e and should be increased. 
(d.) Pupil teachers should be organised under 
a practical system. They should receive in- 
struction from a qualified normal master. 
(e.) Subjects like Algebra, Euclid, the more 
advanced pur's of Arithmetic, “Mensuration, 
and Book-keeping. which are taught more as a 
mental exercise than for practical purposes, 
should not bo taught to boys who have not 
attained to a thorough knowledge of English. 
Western Knowledge on the other hand should 
be taught from the lowe:t class upwards, 
(f.) Promotion from class to class should ba 
slower, more regular, and dependent on no 


considerations other than the abiliry of the 


students promoted. 
DISTRICT SCHOOL®. 

4). The Anglo-Chinese district schools which 
should be conducted generally on the lines 
prescribed in Part II, may be expacted to r lieve 
the overcrowding at Queen’s College, as well 
as to provide a somewhat Jess advanced educa- 
ion at a lower cost. : ; 

4]. The Vernacular district schools hava for 


‘long been treated as if there were no natural 


connection bstween them and the Auglo- 


Chinese sehovls, even when the two were held ~ 


under the same roof. In view of this, the 
following recommendation is wade:—Verna- 
cular district schools should be established in 
connection with Anglo-Chinese district schools, 
and linked to them; and opportnnities should 
be given by scholarships or otherwise, enabliog 
the more intelligent of the boys after passing 
through the Vernacular schools to continue

RAIN BADLY WANTED. 

Owing to the protracted absences of rain the 
reservoirs at Kackchioh are getting gradually 
depieted of their contents. If we don t geta 
downpour of rain soon enough we may find 
ourselves in the midst of a water-famine, Early 
one morning the Chinese let off a quantity of 


bombs and fire-crackers so as to bring the rain 


down, but the means adopted unfortunately had 
not the desired effect. I am informed that the 
rain, or rather the absence of it, has already 
‘been the canse of a clan-fight not so very long 
ago, the scone of which was no considerable 


distance from Swatow. It appears that some 


people of a certain clan purloinod a quantity of 
water from another neighbouring clan, which 
resulted in the strife mentioned above. 

‘ NEW POSTAGE R\TES. — 

According to the Not tication No. 36, issued 
by the Imperial post office on Saturday, the 5th 
instant, the rates of postage from the 8th April 
will be 1 cent per } oz. on letters to aad from 
places in China; to Hongkong the charge is 
4 cents per 4 0z; to Union countries the rate 
remuins unaltered local. letters are charged at 
the rate of 4 cent per 4 oz. It will be seen that 
the new postage coming into force on the mor- 
row will be the cheapest existing in any part of 
the world. 

In view of the circular issued by the Hong- 
kong General Post Office some time ago to the 
effect that letters sent from Treaty ports to 
Hongkong, otherwise than through the British 
postal agencies, will have to pay at the rate of 
% cents per 4 oz., it is interesting to know if that 
inju ction still holds good. For in that case. 
addressees in Hongkong on receipt of letters 
having only 4 cents per 4 oz. affixed to them, 
from Treaty ports will be taxed double the 
deficiency.
